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denounces

ALLENTON, Wis. (AP) - Many 


residents of this railroad town preferred 
to be elsewhere Sunday while 
firefighters dampened the fuse to a fuel 
tank which Allen Konrath says could 
wipe out half the community. 


Konrath, fire chief for the hamlet of 


650 persons, said Allenton feels as 
though it is exhausting its survival odds 
during bouts with train derailments and 
fluid explosives. 


The town, staddling a Soo Line 


roadbed, was evacuated in 1969 when 
several tank cars containing liquid pet- 
roleum gas derailed. One exploded, but 
the blast force was vertical, sending 
flames 425 feet skyward without 
damaging the community, he said. 


Sunday, about two blocks north of the 


1969 derailment site, 21 cars of a freight 
train derailed- Several of them smashed 
into a trackside fuel storage area, set- 
ting four oOOgallon tanks of liquid pet- 
roleum gas afire. 


More alarming, a 28,000-^allon 


storage tank was knocked eight inches 
askew on its saddle. It was not punc- 
tured, however, and Konrath said it 
could have wiped out "at least half of the 
village." 


Konrath said there were 22 small 


tanks, one of which was still being 
allowed to burn Sunday night to exhaust 
its fuel. 


While deputy sheriffs again advised 


residents to evacuate, Konrath's 


firenvn used hoses to cool fire-heated 
tank metal and the fortunately unrup- 
tured big tank. 


The explosive potentiai "could have 


cleared out the business area of our 
community." he saivi. 


Many dwellings were emptied volun- 


tarily, at least until occupants were 
convinced the fire hoses had matters 
under control. 


"I think folks are a lutJc more jumpy 


than they were in 1969." Konrath said" 
"One part;. told me it is like pushing 
your luck." 


Reports of the number of persons w ho 


evacuated, at least for a few minutes, 
ranged to 300 Sgt W:i::am Weiss of the 
sheriff's department said no one wa? 


ordered to move, and that evacuations 
•vere voluntary. 


Weiss was driving a naif mile from 


town when he saw a ball of fire over the 
buildings. He parked less than 100 yards 
from the 28,000-gallon tank, and was 
joined by other persons who feit secure 
behind Konrath's hoses. 


But Konrath said Allenton is uneasy 


about the storage tank operation's 
nearness to the raiis 


"We are trying to move n out." 


Konrath said. "A gasoline bulk plant 
used to be next door, but moved."

STRASBOURG, France (AP) - 


Premier Golda Meir said today the 
Austrian decision to close the Schoenau 
transit camp for Soviet Jews was "a 
great victory" for Arab terrorism. She 
appealed to the Austrian government to 
reconsider. 


Mrs. Meir discarded the speech she 


had prepared for the parliamentary as- 
sembly of the Council of Europe and 
spoke almost exclusively of the dangers 
of Austria's ''surrender to terrorism." 


Mrs. Meir is flying to Vienna tonight 


to appeal personally to Chancellor 
Bruno Kreisky to retract his promise to 
Arab terrorists to shut down the 
Schoenau transit camp for Soviet Jews 
emigrating to Israel, reliable sources in 
Tel Aviv reported. 


Mrs. Meir said the Austrian govern- 


ment's decision "will be regarded as a 
great victory throughout the terrorist 
organizations and the radio stations of 
the Arab world —and rightly so, because 
this is the first time a government has 
come to an agreement of this sort. 


"Until now ... terrorists often found 


themselves free to go through the same 
operation all over again, but now 
something much more has happened. 
The very principle of the freedom of 
movement of people has been put under 
a question mark. 


"The four hostages taken in Vienna 


are alive and free, but I am convinced 
that —without this being the intention of 
the Austi ian government and its prime 
minister —what has happened in Vienna 
is the greatest encouragement to terror 
throughout the world." 


Mrs. Meir delivered her impromptu 


speech without notes, telling the 
members of the parliaments of the 17 
nations in the Council of Europe: 


I wrote a speech, but I decided at the 


last moment not to place between you 
and me the paper on which that speech 
was written, especially in view of what 
happened in Vienna a few days ago. 


Actually, what happened in Vienna 
highlights the position of the Jewish 
people and the position of Israel among 
its neighbors " 


She appealed to the European 


parliamentarians to help her win a 
reversal of the Austrian decision, ad- 
ding t 


"I bring you a problem. If you wish, 


you can say, 'It is not ours.' But forgive 
me for saying that there is no such thing 
in the world any more where the 
problem of one people can be exclusively 
the problem of that people." 


In Beirut, Lebanon, the Palestinian 


guerrilla group that carried out the 
Austrian operation threatened terror 
reprisals against Austrians if the Vienna 
government goes back on its pledge to 
shut down the camp. 


A statement from the Eagles of the 


Palestinian Revolution published in the 
proguerrilla Lebanese newspaper Al 
Moharrer said: 


"Any backing down on the Austrian 


government pledge would not serve the 
interests and stability of Austria or the 
safety of its citizens." 


The three Soviet Jews kidnaped by the 


terrorists Friday to win Kreisky's 
pledge arrived in Israel, meanwhile, to 
an emotional welcome from relatives 
and officials of the Jewish Agency. 


"I am very pleased to be with you in 


our beloved country," said Moshe Lit- 
•vak, a 71-year-old pensioner who was held 
hostage 15 hours. "We had a very hard 
journey and I am very tired." 


Litvak, his wife Barisha and the third 


hostage, David Czaplik, 26, were among 
a large group of immigrants arriving in 
Tel Aviv from Vienna. 


About 2,650 immigrating Soviet Jews 


a month have been passing through the 
Schoenau camp 70 miles south of Vienna 
in the two years since the Soviet Union 
relaxed emigration restrictions.

It was biggest battle near the capital

The South Vietnamese military 


command said Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese forces attacked two in- 
fantry positions less than a mile apart 
Saturday on the road between Tay 
Ninh. a provincial capital near the 
Cambodian border, and Khiem Hanh, 
a district town. 


Lt. Col. Le Trung Hien, the command 


spokesman, said the two posts were 
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manned by two under-strength bat- 
talions totaling about 500 men. But he 
said they beat back repeated attacks 
Saturday and Sunday and counted 183 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
bodies around their positions. 


Government casualties were nine 


killed and more than 100 wounded or 
missing, the command said. One of the 
South Vietnamese battalions was said 
to have suffered more than 35 per cent 
casualties. 


Hien said the Communist gunners 


concentrated a heavy barrage of 
mortar and rocket fire against one of 
the positions while launching repeated 
infantry assaults against the other. 


The fighting reportedly began with a 


mortar attack at 3 p.m. Saturday and 
lasted until 3 p.m. Sunday. 


The attacking force, estimated to total 


about 1,200 men, was identified as the 
101st Independent Viet Cong Regiment 
plus a regional Viet Cong battalion, Hien 
said. 


Biggest domestic spending bill 
before panel, with veto threat 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Senate 


Appropriations Committee takes up the 
biggest domestic spending bill today 
with an eventual veto by President Nixon 
in prospect. 


The bill provides funds for the Health, 


Education and Welfare and Labor 
departments. 


Nixon and Congress have staged a 


running battle over such legislation 
since he took office. Nixon has vetoed the 
bills five times and only been overridden 
once. 


This year the President recommended 


$31.6 billion for the departments, but the 
House voted $32.8 billion. 


The Senate committee, which is ex- 


pected to act on the bill in a couple of 
sessions, will increase the figure if past 
experience is any guide. 


Many Democratic senators have said 


that Nixon's budget included inadequate 
funds for the health, education and an- 
tipoverty programs- 


Attention will be centered on com- 


mittee actions in Congress this week. 


Originally, the legislators hoped the 


1973 session would end this month But 
now the leaders expect it to. run well into 
November.

No one noticed they died 


MIAMI (AP) -Volton Jordan and 


Clarence Brinson were critically ill, 
homeless and penniless. They died sit- 
ting in wheelchairs in a hospital emer- 
gency ward, and no one noticed for 
hours. 


Hospital officials said both men had 


been dead for several hours before 
someone noticed them slumped over in 
their wheelchairs this past week. 


Brinson and Jordan, like many other 


destitute and elderly people, had been 
brought to the busy corridors of Jackson 
Memorial Hospital to wait until nursing 
home space could be found. 


"There is no dignity for these people," 


a Jackson Hospital administrator said. 
"They are a forgotten breed. They have 
no place to go. This is their home until 
they find a place." 


Officials said Brinson, 54, had been 


waiting three days in the hospital. Jor- 
dan, 60, had been sitting in his 
wheelchair for two days. A medical 
examiner said Jordan died last Friday of 


heart disease, with other complications. 
He said Brinson died last Tuesday of 
chronic pulmonary disease. 


Ten patients like Brinson and Jordan 


were waiting at the hospital Sunday. 


They are indigent elderly, dependent 


upon public money. They are put in 
wheelchairs in the hospital's emergency 
ward, brought there from private homes 
and residential hotels to wait for ad- 
mittance to nursing homes that will 
accept welfare patients. 


Officials say that process normally 


takes two or three days. It can be longer. 
The patients sit and wait until a home is 
found. 


"We consider them boarders rather 


than patients," hospital spokesman Bill 
Keck said of the welfare patients. "They 
are in wheelchairs because we have no 
beds to admit them. 


"Nurses and nurse assistants feed 


them three times a day and care for any 
other needs that boarders may request." 


Keck said he knew of no other cases 


hke Brinson and Jordan in which pat- 
ients had died in their wheelchairs and 
gone unnoticed for several hours. 


Officiais say finding nursing home 


beds for the indigent is becoming more 
difficult because many homes say they 
can't afford to keep patients for the 
$13.50 a day the county pays them. 


They said the 10 patients who were 


waiting Sunday for a nursing home bed 
is about the average number of welfare 
"boarders" at the hospital. Earlier this 
year it was worse.

Agnew 'ruined/ but he'll keep swinging

President Spiro T. Agnew has said 
privately that he believes his political 
career has been destroyed. But he has 
come out swinging publicly at his ac- 
cusers, determined to prove his in- 
nocence. 


Aides said Agnew told a private

Republican officials that even if he is 
exonerated of allegations of corruption, 
his political future has been destroyed. 


Agnew spoke to the Republican of- 


ficials Saturday after dra-natically 
declaring war on his accusers in a nat- 
ionally Televised speech to a Republican 
women's convention in Los Angeles. 


In that fiery address, a clearly angry

dieted, that he was being framed by- 
persons in Maryland because he would 
not stop investigations against them and 
that someone high in the Justice 
Department was out to get him to make 
up tor bungling the Watergate inves- 
tigation.

remain "lingering doubts" in the minds 
of many people even if his name is 
cleared. He made it clear that he does 
expect to be cleared of allegations of 
wrongdoing. 


Agnew's pessimism was not shared by 


the convention delegates, and it was said 
that the California GOP leaders also 
believe his future is not ruined.

4:55 a.m. in her Hyde Park apartment 
and 35 minutes later she arrives at Cook 
County Hospital, where her appointment 
to head the medical staff makes her the 
only woman in the nation heading the 
staff of a major hospital. 


After taking on her new duties, she 


continues seeing the small patients of 
County Children's Hospital, the foundat- 
ion of her life for nearly 30 years. 


Dr. Brown is a pediatrician and a 


crusader against lead poisoning and 
child abuse. 


Other pediatricians consult her at all 


hours of the day or night for advice on 


child poisonings. Often, after a midnight 
night about a child who swallowed lye or 
took a dangerous drug, she will go to the 
hospital. 


"It's often hard to get back to sleep 


after something like that," she said. 


Because many of her patients were 


victims of criminal acts, Dr. Brown 
decided she needed background in the 
law. She earned her law degree in 1961, 
attending classes at night and running 
Children's Hospital bv day. 


She only has time to read things like 


pediatric news or laws on health 
benefits. Movies? "I seldom have time to 
go. I used to go to the symphony, but I 
don't do that too often. I get up so early 
that I have to fold early..."

Myths persist about women workers 


If you are a mature woman it doesn't 


surprise you that in this era of so-called 
equal job rights, the government has 
just launched its heaviest attack ever on 
job discrimination on the basis of race, 
sex and national origin. You know why. 
You know it's much tougher for you to 
get a job than it is for a mature man or a 
young woman. 


A new study for the Labor Dept.'s 


Manpower Administration reveals that 
despite the laws of our land and despite 
al! the evidence proving that mature 
•vomen are dependable, conscientious, 
competent workers, the discrimination 
remains blatant. 


A sample group of women in the 


study, aged 14 to 24, held the same or 
higher positions on the job ladder than 
women 30 to 44; nearly a third of the 
older women had not progressed beyond 
the jobs of their youth; many of the 
working married women with children 
had actually moved to a lower occupa- 
tional status. 


And after 40, the discrimination in- 


tensifies. The unemployment rate for 
women 40 through 64 in 1972 was more 
than one-third higher than for men of 
the same age. 


Why does the discrimination persist? 


Because the myths about the woman 
worker, and particularly the older 
woman worker, persist. 


Myth 


Women switch jobs much more 


frequently than men do and older 
women switch more frequently than 
%o-anger women. 


Reality 


Labor Dept. studies 
show that 


women's job changing rates are just a 
Tiere bit higher than for men and men 
are more likely to change occupations 
than women. A new Cm! Service study 


shows that turnover rates for women in 
their early 50s are about one-sixth the 
turnover rates for women in their 20s. 


Myth 


Women are absent from their jobs 


much more than men are, and thus 
women cost the employer much more 
money- 


Reality 


The absenteeism rate for illness or 


injury among women averages 5.5 days 
a year as against 4.9 days for men. This 
is not a significant difference and, since 
the figures ignore the fact that relatively 
few women work in high managerial 
positions, which always have been as- 
sociated with lower absenteeism rates, 
even these percentages may be badly 
distorted in favor of men. 


Myth 


Older people (and women especially) 


are harder to train than young adults. 


Reality 


Tests measuring conceptual thinking 


reveal that people tend to do better as 
they age. One study cited at the 1971 
White House Conference en Aging 
showed that the average participant at 
age 50 did better on a general in- 
telligence test than he or she did as 
first-year college students. 


Myth 


In any period of high unemployment, 


women take jobs away from men, the 
traditional breadwinners. 


Reality 


In 1972. an average of 19,200,000 


mamed women were in the labor force 
against an average of 2 million 
unemployed men. Thus, if all these 
married women quit and if all the 
unemployed men moved into their 
empty jobs, there

17,200,000 unfilled jobs—causing one of 
the most horrendous economic disasters

lightning 


BY ROGER C. WHITMAN 


Q: We are planning our new siding for 


our house. We have been talking about 
aluminum, vinyl, stainless steel, as well 
as conventional wood, with our friends. 
We get conflicting answers and many 
opinions. One question nobody seems to 
be able to answer: Is one (or more) of 
these materials more likely to attract 
lightning than the others? —Fond du 
Lac. 


A: Frankly, I don't know. But it's my 


firm belief that siding has nothing to do 
with whether lightning will hit or pass 
by. I also believe that if your house is 
located in a lightning-tempting place, 
you should have a top lightning rod 
service give it the fullest possible pro- 
tection. (A TV antenna, by the way, 
protects only your set, not the house.) 


Q: I own and operate a laundromat. 


The floor has asphalt tile firmly 
cemented to the concrete slab. All in 
excellent shape except that the tile 
surface is now somewhat porous. Is 
there anything I can do to prevent the 
surface from wearing down more than it 
is now? Wax is not enough, because the 
floor must be wiped at least once a day, 
besides spillage. —Wabeno. 


A: About all that would have any 


permanence and cause the least disrup- 
tion in operations would be putting 
another layer of tiles, solid vinyl sug- 
gested, on top. Even several coats of 
top-quality floor and deck enamel, with 
the kind of traffic your place gets, would 
not stand up too long. 


Q: When the weather turns real hot 


and sticky, the outside of my flush 
tank sweats like a glass of ice water. It 
drips down on the floor so much I 
always have to mop it up. Other times 
of the year, no problem at all. Is there 
any really simple way to take care of 
this problem just during those hot 
spells? —Milwaukee 


A: About the simplest I know is to 


wrap a bath towel around the tank, 
catching the upper edges under the 
tank top, but without letting the 
toweling touch the water inside (this 
would set up a blotting action). The 
towel will act as a good insulator 
between the cold tank and warm air. It 
will also catch and hold any drip. 


I'm sure you know you can buy tank 


covers made especially for this purpose, 
in chenille of various shades. Usually 
sold in sets with matching seat cover 
and bath mat. You can buy precut, 
.nstall-it-yourself plastic liners for 
various size tanks, to provide an in- 
sulating liner, so the outside of the tank 
won't get so cold it sweats in hot 
weather. 


Q: Our TV room walls were paneled 


with knotty pine perhaps two years ago. 
At their installation they were nicely- 
waxed. But nothing has been done to 
them since except dusting. Now thev 
look a little shabby; although they are in 
as good condition as ever. Should I 
attempt to wash these walls? Or is there 
some other treatment which will restore 
original looks? -Milwaukee 


A: A year or more ago I'd have 


recommended washing. But since thaf 


r<rne several good products, in spray- 
cans, have appeared which are made to 
solve this particular problem Thev 
work very well, needing only a light 
spraying and even lighter buffing. One 
of these is "Regard," made by John- 
son's Wax.

Ephraim sowed, 
others reaped 
grape harvest 


CONCORD. Mass (AP) —An ancient 


vine beside a whne clapboard cottage 
is loaded w:th clumps of green and 
purple grapes, as it has been every fa!! 
since Ephraim Buil developed the first 
strain of Concord grapes. 


!i all began when Buil — a gold- 


beater, one who pounds gold leaf" into 
a thin sheet used for decorations — 
decided to improve on the fickle 
varieties of grapes being grown then. 


He crossed a tough wild vine that 


grew behind his house with other 
grapes until in 1S49 he came up with 
*he strain he was looking for, a tart, 
early-ripening fruit that would withs- 
tand New England winters. 


The Concord grape was introduced 


publicly in 1S55. Within 25 years, it had 
spread across the United States and to 
Europe. 


But while others grew wealthy cul- 


tivating the grapes. Bull was bitter. It 
had earned him httle. Two later strains 
he developed, Esther and Rockwell, 
never caught "bn. 


Bull died in 1895, a poor man in 


Concord's Home for the Aged. His 
tombstone in Sleepy Hollow Cemetery 
reads. "He sowed; others reaped." 


There's another memorial on a fence 


outside his old home. Grapevine Cot- 
tage on Lexington Road. 


A 
plaque on 
the 
fence says, 


"Ephraim Wales Bull planted seeds of 
a wild Labrusca grape found growing 
on this hillside which after three 
generations through his work and 
wisdom became in this garden in 
September 1849 the Concord grape."

WASHINGTON (AP) -The Interstate 


Commerce Commission today cautioned 
a federal judge against ordering a 
shutdown of the Penn Central Rail oad 
but offered no solution for the carrier's 
financial woes. 


The comments were made in the ICC's 


long-awaited report, requested last July 
by U.S. District Court Judge John T. 
Fullam, who is overseeing Penn Cen- 
tral's reorganization under bankruptcy 
laws. 


The commission said an abrupt shut- 


down of Penn Central "would have a 
severe economic effect on the people of 
the entire northeast sector of the 
country." In addition, the ICC said, the 
cessation would have a "ripple effect 
from coast to coast.'" 


The ICC said it felt Penn Central could 


be restructured into a viable network 
railroad if external assistance is 
provided. 


It said it will hold a series of further 


hearings to determine how much of the 
railroad's 20,000 miles of track should be 
utilized, whether such alternative ser- 
vice as trucks would be adequate for 
some communities, the condition of 
Penn Central plant and facilities, and 
the public's willingness to provide 
financial support.

Action against Nixon 
seen for Agnew probe 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Impeachment 


proceedings conceivably could be taken 
against President Nixon in both the 
Watergate case and the investigation 
of Vice President Spiro T. Agnew. the 
chairman of the House Judiciary 
Committee says. 


But Rep. Peter W. Rodino Jr., 


D-N.J.. said any such action would 
await a final determination of both 
cases in the courts. 


He was interviewed on the CBS 


television program "Face the Nation." 


Should the President refuse, under 


court order, to turn over Watergate- 
related tape recordings, the removal 
proceedings could begin, Rodino said. 


"I think that in the context of our 


precedents, in the context of how we 
developed and how the founding 
lathers have established that no man 
is above the law no matter what his 
office, there certainly would be a 
likelihood that that would initiate the 
kind of proceedings that would lead to 
impeachment," he said. 


Should Agnew be convicted of polit- 


ical kickback allegations for which he 
is being investigated, Nixon would 
have a duty to see that the vice 
president is removed from 
office, 


Rodino said. 


If Nsxon failed in this duty, said 


Rodino, he might be subject to im- 
peachment himself. 


The congressman quoted James 


Madison as telling ihe first Congress 
in 1789 that "the President should have 
the power of removing from office. It 
will make, him in a peculiar manner 
responsible for their conduct and 
subject him to impeachment himself 
if he suffers them to high crimes and 
misdemeanors against the United 
States or neglects to superintend their 
conduct so as to check their excesses." 


Agnew said in Los Angeles Saturday 


he would not resign his office even if 
indicted.

The typesetter which allowed the 


speedy service and the savings in paper, 
Shirey said, is probably the world's 
fastest, and carries a $175,000 price tag. 


Setting the legislature's weekly index 


by computer has allowed the state to cut 
down on the white space that used to be 
used between bills to allow printers to 
insert a slug of lead when something new 
happened to the measure. 


Because of wasted space, 691 bills took 


408 pages of the index last year. This 
year, the same number of bills are listed 
in 159 pages, Shirey said. 


Last session, a private printer set the 


type for the legislative journals and 
indexes for S5.95 per 1,000 ems units of 
type, while Shirey's office charges S3 


There are about 1,600 ems on a page of 


the paperback-sized journals and in- 
dexes. 


Computer technology also allows 


legislators to deceive their constituents.. 


Tucked away in a remote room in the 


Capitol, operators sitting at computer 
terminals produce thousands of personal 
letters to constituents. They simply type 
a name from a mailing list, then let the 
highspeed printer finish the letter.

Allenton may be exhausting survival odds 


ALLENTON, Wis. (AP) -Many 


residents of this railroad town preferred 
to be elsewhere Sunday while 
firefighters dampened the fuse to a fuel 
tank which Allen Konrath says could 
wipe out half the community. 


Konrath, fire chief for the hamlet of 


650 persons, said Allenton feels as 
though it is exhausting its survival odds 
during bouts with train derailments and 
fluid explosives. 


The town, staddling a Soo Line 


roadbed, was evacuated in 1969 when 
several tank cars containing liquid pet- 
roleum gas derailed- One exploded, but 
the blast force was vertical, sending 
flames 425 feet skyward without 
damaging the community, he said. 


Sunday, about two blocks north of the 


1969 derailment site, 21 cars of a freight 
train derailed. Several of them smashed 
into a trackside fue! storage area, set- 
ting four 500gallon tanks of liquid pet- 
roleum gas afire. 


More alarming, a 28.000-gallon 


storage tank was knocked eight inches 
askew on its saddle. It was not punc- 
tured, however, and Konrath said it 
could have wiped out "at least half of the 
village." 


Konrath said there were 22 small 


tanks, one of which was stil! being 
allowed to burn Sunday night to exhaust 
its fuel. 


While deputy sheriffs again advised 


residents to evacuate. Konrath's 


firemen used hoses to cool fire-heated 
tank metal and the fortunately unrup- 
tured big tank. 


The explosive potential "could have 


cleared out the business area of our 
community," he said. 


Many dwellings were emptied volun- 


tarily, at least until occupants were 
convinced the fire hoses had matters 
under control. 


"I think folks are a little more jumpy 


than they were in 1969," Konrath said. 
'"One party told me it is like pushing 
your luck." 


Reports of the number of persons who 


evacuated, at least for a few minutes, 
ranged to 300. Sgt. William Weiss of :he 
sheriff's department said r.o one v.-as 


ordered to move, and that evacuations 
were voluntary. 


Weiss was driving a half mile from 


town when he saw a ball of fir<» over the 
buildings. He parked less than 100 yards 
from the 28,000-gallon tank, and was 
joined by other persons who felt secure 
behind Konrath's hoses. 


But Konrath said Allenton is uneasy 


about the storage tank operation's 
nearness to the rails. 


"We are trying to move it out." 


Konrath said- "A gasoline bulk plant 
used to be next doer, but moved." 


"Trucks are handhng shipments now 


days." he said. "Very little cf :t seerr.s 
to be coming in bv rail anymore', which

STRASBOURG, France (AP) - 


Premier Golda Meir said today the 
Austrian decision to close the Schoenau 
transit camp for Soviet Jews was "a 
great victory" for Arab terrorism. She 
appealed to the Austrian government to 
reconsider. 


Mrs. Meir discarded the speech she 


had prepared for the parliamentary as- 
sembly of the Council of Europe and 
spoke almost exclusively of the dangers 
o.f Austria's "surrender to terrorism." 


Mrs. Meir is flying to Vienna tonight 


to appeal personally to Chancellor 
Bruno Kreisky to retract his promise to 
Arab terrorists to shut down the 
Schoenau transit camp for Soviet Jews 
emigrating to Israel, reliable sources in 
Tel Aviv reported. 


Mrs. Meir said the Austrian govern- 


ment's decision "will be regarded as a 
great victory throughout the terrorist 
organizations and the radio stations of 
the Arab world —and rightly so, because 
this is the first time a government has 
come to an agreement of this sort. 


"Until now ... terrorists often found 


themselves free to go through the same 
operation all over again, but now 
something much more has happened. 
The very principle of the freedom of 
movement of people has been put under 
a question mark. 


"The four hostages taken in Vienna 


are alive and free, but I am convinced 
that —without this being the intention of 
the Austrian government and its prime 
minister —what has happened in Vienna 
is the greatest encouragement to terror 
throughout the world." 


Mrs. Meir delivered her impromptu 


speech without notes, telling the 
members of the parliaments of the 17 
nations in the Council of Europe: 


! wrote a speech, but I decided at the 


last moment not to place between you 
and me the paper on which that speech 
was written, especially in view of what 
happened in Vienna a few days ago. 


Actually, what happened in Vienna 
highlights the position of the Jewish 
people and the position of Israel among 
its neighbors " 


She appealed to the. European 


parliamentarians to help her win a 
reversal of the Austrian decision, ad- 
ding: 


"1 bring you a problem. If you wish, 


you can say, 'It is not ours.' But forgive 
me for saying that there is no such thing 
in the world any more where the 
problem of one people can be exclusively 
the problem of that people." 


In Beirut, Lebanon, the Palestinian 


guerrilla group that carried out the 
Austrian operation threatened terror 
reprisals against Austrians if the Vienna 
government goes back on its pledge to 
shut down the camp. 


A statement from the Eagles of the 


Palestinian Revolution published in the 
proguerrilla Lebanese newspaper Al 
Moharrer said: 


"Any backing down on the Austrian 


government pledge would not serve the 
interests and stability of Austria or the 
safety of its citizens." 


The three Soviet Jews kidnaped by the 


terrorists Friday to win Kreisky's 
pledge arrived in Israel, meanwhile, to 
an emotional welcome from relatives 
and officials of the Jewish Agency. 


"I am very pleased to be with you in 


our beloved country," said Moslie Lit- 
vak, a71-year-old pensioner who was held 
hostage 15 hours. "We had a very hard 
journey and I am very tired." 


Litvak, his wife Barisha and the third 


hostage, David Czaplik, 26, were among 
a large group of immigrants arriving in 
Tel Aviv from Vienna. 


About 2,650 immigrating Soviet Jews 


a month have been passing through the 
Schoenau camp 70 miles south of Vienna 
in the two years since the Soviet Union 
relaxed emigration restrictions. 


Reports from Vienna said the flow was

Appropriations Committee takes up the 
biggest domestic spending bill today 
with an eventual veto by President Nixon 
in prospect. 


The bill provides funds for the Health, 


Education and Welfare and Labor 
departments. 


Nixon and Congress have staged a 


running battle over such legislation 
since he took office. Nixon has vetoed the 
bills five times and only been overridden 
once. 


This year the President recommended 


S31.6 billion for the departments, but the 
House voted S32.8 billion.

No one noticed they died 


MIAMI (AP) -volton Jordan and 


Clarence Brinson were critically ill, 
homeless and penniless. They died sit- 
ting in wheelchairs in a hospital emer- 
gency ward, and no one noticed for 
hours. 


Hospital officials said both men had 


been dead for several hours before 
someone noticed them slumped over in 
their wheelchairs this past week. 


Brinson and Jordan, like many other 


destitute and elderly people, had been 
brought to the busy corridors of Jackson 
Memorial Hospital to wait until nursing 
home space could be found. 


"There is no dignity for these people." 


a Jackson Hospital administrator said. 
"They are a forgotten breed. They have 
no place to go. This is their home until 
they find a place." 


Officials said Brinson. 54, had been 


waiting three days in the hospital. Jor- 
dan, 60, had been sitting in his 
wheelchair for two days. A medical 
examiner said Jordan died last Fridav of 


heart disease, with other complications. 
He said Brinson died last Tuesday of 
chronic pulmonary disease. 


Ten patients like Brinson and Jordan 


were waiting at the hospital Sunday. 


They are indigent elderly, dependent 


upon public money. They are put in 
wheelchairs in the hospital's emergency 
ward, brought there from private homes 
and residential hotels to wait for ad- 
mittance to nursing homes that will 
accept welfare patients. 


Officials say that process normally 


takes two or three days. It can be longer. 
The patients sit and wait until a home is 
found. 


"We consider them boarders rather 


than patients," hospital spokesman Bill 
Keck said of the welfare patients. "They 
are in wheelchairs because we have no 
beds to admit them. 


"Nurses and nurse assistants feed 


them three times a day and care for any- 
other needs that boarders may request." 


Keck said he knew of no other cases 


like Brinson and Jordan in which pat- 
ients had died in their wheelchairs and 
gone unnoticed for several hours- 


Officials say finding nursing home 


beds for the indigent is becoming more 
difficult because many homes say they 
can't afford to keep patients for the 
513.50 a day the county pays them. 


They said the 10 patients who we-e 


waiting Sunday for a nursing home bed 
is about the average number of welfare 
"boarders" at the hospital. Earlier this 
year it was worse. 


At one time about 30 "boarders" were

Agnew 'ruined/ but he'll keep swinging

PALM SPRINGS, Calif. (AP) -Vice 


President Spiro T. Agnew has said 
privately that he believes his political 
career has been destroyed. But he has 
come out swinging publicly at his ac- 
cusers, determined to prove his in- 
nocence. 


Aides said Agnew told a private 


weekend 
meeting 
of California 


Republican officials that even if he is 
exonerated of allegations of corruption, 
his political future has been destroyed. 


Agnew spoke to the Republican of- 


ficials Saturday after dramatically 
declaring war on his accusers in a nat- 
ionally televised speech to a Republican 
women's convention in Los Angeles. 


In that fiery address, a clearly angry 


Agnew said he would not resign if in- 


dicted, that he was being framed by 
persons in Maryland because he would 
not stop investigations against them and 
that someone high in the Justice 
Department was out to get him to make 
up for bungling the Watergate inves- 
tigation. 


Afterward, Agnew is said to have told 


the California party leaders there would 
remain "lingering doubts" in the minds 
of many people even if his name is 
cleared. He made it clear that he does 
expect to be cleared of allegations of 
wrongdoing. 


Agnew's pessimism was not shared by 


the convention delegates, and it was said 
that the California GOP leaders also 
believe his future is not ruined. 


It remained to be seen whether Ag- 


new's view of the future would be 
changed by the tumultu9us outpouring 


of support he received after Saturday's 
address, in which he again declared his 
innocence. 


A federal grand jury in Baltimore is 


looking into alleged kickbacks to polit- 
icians by contractors in Maryland, 
where Agnew was formerly a county 
executive and governor. 


In another development. Maryland 


Gov. Marvin Mandel announced today 
the creation of an 11-member task force 
to study the state's long-standing prac- 
tice of awarding engineering and 
architectural consultants' contracts 
without competitive bidding. 


It is allegations that contractors made 


kickbacks in return for those contracts 
that led to the grand jury's indictment of 
Dale Anderson, the current Baltimore 
County executive. Presentation to the 
grand jury of allegations against Agnew 


began last week, although Agr.ew's at- 
torneys have filed motions f> stop t.ne 
probe. 


In his Saturday speech, the vice 


president said the allegations aga;ns: 
him were a frameup by persons seeking 
revenge because he refused to use his 
office to halt the federal inquiry into the 
activities of others in Maryland. 


Some "small and fearful men" giving 


evidence against him have perjured 
themselves, Agnew asserted. He said he 
had never violated his public trust in any 
office. 


Agnew also renewed more sharply 


than ever his charge that senior officials 
in the Justice Department were trying to 
destroy him politically to salvage reput- 
ations soiled by failure in Watergate and 
oiher criminal proceedings.

Soviets expect 
good harvest 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Agriculture 
Department is predicting a record 
gram harvest in the Soviet Union this 
year despite heavy rains that caused 
crop damage in some areas. 


The department estimated the Soviet 


Union's gross grain crop at 195 million 
metric tons, which would exceed the 
previous record of 186.8 million in 1970. 


The report, published in this week's 


issue 
of 
"Foreign 
Agriculture" 


magazine, released Sunday, said the 
crop — including wheat, rye, oats, 
barley and corn — would come close 
to the level planned by Russia of 197.4 
million tons. 


Heavy rams have produced some 


crop losses and reduction in grain 
quality in the European area of the 
oviet Union. Also, the report said, 
excessive rain in the Siberia-Kazakh- 
stan regions last month occurred while 
"significant amounts of unharvested 
gram" remained in the fields. 


The report said the Ikraine — Rus- 


sia's breadbasket — has reportedly 
produced 45 million tons of grain this 
year, well above rhe 40 million set by 
the government as the 1973 goal.

Florence and Crystal Falls, Mich., had 
been combed since the disappearance 
of the twin-engine airplane on a flight 
from Michigan's Lower Peninsula. 


The sheriff said he was convinced the 


plane could be found in northern 
Florence County because a motorist, 
the last person known to have seen the 
plane, had spotted it at treetop level 
east of Florence about the time it 
vanished. 


The plane's occupants were from 


Highland in Oakland County. Mich. 


They were pilot Joseph Neu, 57: his 


wife: their daughter. Dorothy; her 


husband. Jim Parks; and two Parks 
children, agged 9 and 2. 


The wreckage was discovered by a 


search party of approximately 30 
volunteers and law enforcement of- 
ficials, the sheriff said, calling the 
group "a determined bunch of guys 
who would not quit." 


He estimated his county had con- 


tributed 250 volunteers for earlier 
stages of an interstate, multicounty 
search 


He said the wreckage was in a 


generally level, heavily wooded, vir- 
tually roadless area. 


The pilot had radioed for advice in 


landing at Iron County Airport near 
Crystal Falls, Mich., north of Florence, 
but had given no indication of distress, 
the sheriff said. 


The Neu plane had been expected to 


arrive the evening of Sept. 21 at the 
airport, where friends from . Stam- 
baugh. Mich., were waiting.

MENA, Ark {'Z-; -The wreckage 


of an airliner mnsing since last 
Thursday was found Sunday night on 
a southwest Arkansas mountainside 
nearly 100 miles off the course of a 
75-mile flight. 


Eight unidentified bodies were 


recovered Sunday night from the 
wreckage of the Texas International 
Convair turboprop. No survivors were 
found from the plane which carried 
eight passengers and a crew of thre 
on its scheduled flight from El Dorado. 
Ark., to nearby Texarkana, Ark. 


Darkness and terrain too rugged for 


helicopters to land hampered search 
efforts. The area was sealed off, and 
search efforts were suspended until 
daybreak, with three persons still 
unaccounted for. 


The area in which the plane crashed 


has been described as dangerous for 
aircraft. Mountains rise suddenly out 
of 1,000-foot hills to a height of "2,800 
feet. 


The wreckage was spotted by a 


student pilot shortly before dusk on 
North Fork Mountain, which is about 
14 miles northwest of Mena. 


Edward Dreifus of the National 


Transportation Safety Board said the 
bodies recovered by paramedics who 
were lowered to the crash site could 
not be immediately identified. Three 
of those aboard were colonels assigned 
to the Red River Army Depot a! 
Texarkana. Tex. 


For three days the search for the 


missing plane had centered in south 
Arkansas along the 75-mile line the 
scheduled flight was to have taken, 
irline spokesman Jim O'Donnell had 
no comment when asked why the plane 
had gone 100 miles off course, but 
authorities had earlier speculated it 
might have done so to avoid a storm. 


Forrest Ogden, a newsman who flew 


over the crash site before rescue units 
arrived, said he saw no signs of life. 
He said the airliner had crashed into 
the east edge of Black Fork Mountain, 
a peak of about 2,500 feet, knocking 
down several trees. "This terrain is 
extremely rough," Ogden said. "The 
tree cover is extremely thick "' 


Ogden said the search had moved 


into the Mena area only after a truck 
driver read about the plane crash and 
reported that he had seen a lire on 
Black Fork Mountain Thursday night. 


The Convair left E! Dorado at 8:20 


p.m. Thursday night on a 20-mmute 
flight to Texarkana. Between the two 
Arkansas cities it encountered a violent 
thunderstorm. The plane was reported 
missing by the airline shortly before 
midnight, about an hour after it would 
have exhausted its fuel supply.

Do-it-yourself probate, commonly 


referred to as informal probate, went 
into effect today in Wisconsin. For any 
estate where the deceased died after 
midnight Sunday, informal probate 
may be attempted. 


Primarily, do-it-yourself probate 


allows interested parties in an estate to 
handle their own probating, 
thus 


avoiding the expense of hiring an at- 
torney, unless one of the parties con- 
tests the estate. 


Also, the do-it-yourself probate in- 


volves a different procedure 
for 


probating an estate, with the newly- 
created probate registrar playing the 
key role —a role similar to the one the 
probate judge played in the past-

register in probate for 15 years under 
Judge Urban P. Van Susieren, has 
been named by Van Susteren to also 
serve in the new position of probate 
registrar.

generally inactive in handling the af- 
fairs of the estate, he or she now will 
be forced into performing the neces- 
sary actions.

representative who then will handle the 
settlement of debts, payment of taxes 
and other matters. The personal 
representative then must file a final 
accounting with Miss Scnmumaker.

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FBI keeps 'kidnaping' 
details under wraps 


Conflicting statements and a news lid 


by the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
still muddy circumstances surrounding 
the disappearance and finding last week 
of a former Appleton man who was 
believed to have been abducted from his 
Indiana home. 


Thomas J. Barnard, 23, a Notre Dame 


University graduate student, is back 
home in Mishawaka, Ind., according to 
police in that communitj- who still doubt 
there was a kidnaping. 


In response to a reporter's questions, 


a Mishawaka police official said the 
doubts are based on information 
gathered by his department and some of 
the findings of the FBI. He declined, 
however, to reveal those findings. 


"It didn't seem like it panned out that 


there were two people involved," the 
official said. 


FBI offices in Indianapolis and 


Phoenix, where Barnard was found 
Friday, have released almost nothing 
about the case and have not stated 
whether kidnaping was invoived. 


A spokesman in the Indianapolis FBI 


office said this morning that agents are 
still trying to determine if a federal 
crime was committed. Kidnaping is a 
federal offense. 


The final word on whether Barnard 


was kidnaped will have to come from 
the FBI, Mishawaka police said today. 


A police spokesman there said Bar- 


nard called the department over the 
weekend and asked if police wanted to 
talk to him. He was told they would, but 
probably not until after the FBI is 
through talking with him. 


Police said they have not determined 


positively if there was a burglary at the 
Barnard home Tuesday, the day Bar- 
nard was reported missing. A deter- 
mination probably will not be made 
until after police are able to talk with 
Barnard, the spokesman said. 


Barnard's wife, Nancy, who taught at

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Hunting and fishing fees 


Summer has idled away but the controversy over the 


increasing of fishing and hunting license fees remains. 


Less than two months ago the legislature approved the 


1973-75 state budget and with it authorized substantial fee 
increases for resident and non-resident hunting and fishing 
licenses. The non-resident costs were doubled. There was an 
immediate cry of protest from resort owners and others 
related to the recreation industry. They claimed that their 
business was suffering and that non-resident tourists who 
provide a major portion of the trade were either refusing to 
keep reservations or promising never to come again. 


Opponents to the fee increases cited two major 


complaints. First, they condemned the increases as being 
too high and began applying pressure to have them lowered. 
Secondly, they reacted wiih shock to the provision of the law 
that made the fee increases effective the minute Gov. 
Patrick Lucey signed the budget bill since it forced them to 
change rates in the middle of the summer tourist season. 


Supporters of the fee increases also have two arguments. 


First, they point out, non-resident tourists make wide use of 
the state's recreational areas and should be expected to pay 
a greater cost of the upkeep to help defray expenses which 
they create by coming to \Visconsin, using our resources 
and leaving traces of the visit behind. 


Secondly, they point out that Illinois tourists (who make 


up the major portion of non-residents visiting the state) are 
allowed to travel throughout Wisconsin free of charge while 
Wisconsinites traveling South often are assessed highway 
tolls. 


No one can deny that the recreation industry is one of the 


state's most important, bringing in $2 billion annually. But 
at the same time, anyone who has enjoyed the pleasures of 
Door County or any other Wisconsin vacationland has at 
least one time or another wished privately that all those 
other people would go away. 


Naturally the resort owners are displeased with the 


increases. If just one Illinois family cancels its vacation 
plans, it means a loss in revenue. But is it really conceivable 
that tourists will come all the way and pay the always-rising 
resort costs, and then suddenly balk at a $12.50 fishing 
license fee? Is it really conceivable that the recreation 
industry will be in jeopardy if the fees are not lowered? 


Whatever the arguments, this is one issue that will be 


decided by public opinion. Lucey signed the bill authorizing 
the increases but has stated that he would support a 
reduction since his original fee proposal was at a slightly 
lower level. A bill is now before the legislature to have the 
fees lowered and to offer non-residents a compromise 
10-day license. Legislators, recognizing a volatile issue 
that could be a key campaign issue with election time 
nearing, are listening. 


It makes sense to accept the fee increases. If there is a 


slight loss in out-of-state traffic, very few citizens of 
Wisconsin will care. 


The bloodlust of a mob 


Who lives in Dania, Fla? The city probably is composed of 


persons much like those on most main streets. If so a recent 
incident in Dania should cause concern throughout the 
nation. 


It was in Dania recently that a crowd of 300 threw rocks 


and jeered as police saved the life of a desperate 27-year-old 
woman who was threatening to jump to her death from a 
110-foot tower. 


That mob wanted the young woman to jump. 
Days earlier another mob, possibly consisting of some of 


the same persons, had threatened" firemen who "talked 
down" a man threatening suicide on the same tower. 


It is disturbing when, through apathy, a crowd stands 


aside and permits a suicide to occur but through theories of 
"group irresponsibility," it may to some extent be under- 
stood. 


But the bloodlust of mobs such as those that yelled for 


human sacrifices in Dania are truly frightening. 


The cynic might ask how individual members of that mob 


behave in other circumstances and bitterly remark about 
hypocritical behavior of "good citizens." But somehow that 
view is not enough. 


It is better to look closely at those "normal" people of 


Dania- They have failed and it is imperative that we know 
why. We might check their tensions and frustrations, hopes 
and aspirations. That mob in Dania was an alarm, a 
symptom of a community failure, and that failure may well 
not be confined to Dania. 


Uncomfortable as it may seem it is likely that the citizens 


of Dania are very like the people in every city. 


Other victims of the war 


There's another group of casualties of the Vietnam war. 


Strangely enough these suffer in a way because of kindness. 


In the 1960's the Committee of Responsibility was formed 


by some Americans concerned about what we were doing in 
Indochina. It arranged for the care of badly wounded and 
mutilated Vietnamese children. About a hundred young- 
sters with severe napalm burns or paralyzed limbs were 
brought to the United States for treatment. 


me children were given the best medical care available 


and lived with American families during recuperation 
periods. But then they were sent back to their families in 
Vietnam. The result has been tragic. 


William Cooper, a physical therapist who directs the 


much larger rehabilitation and care program within Viet- 
nam, explains that "the kids would live with affluent 
American families and be the pet of the house. They carne 
back spoiled. You can tel! the difference. . .the kids from the 
States talk back, make smart, remarks. They are not polite 
children. They have no manners. They don't listen. They 
make trouble in the house, they want money all the time." 
They've developed

The paraplegics are 
told by their American families that they can overcome 
their handicaps; their Vietnam parents tell them they are 
doomed to helplessness. The conflict is disastrous. 


Taking on a war means a great deal more than defeating 


the enemy. The cultural dislocation for the Vietnamese 
children is shattering. 


Wisconsin report 


Legislative fiscal bureau does analysis

MADISON —To those wHc observe and study 


state legislatures, one of the more obvious 
changes during the past decade has been the 
sharp increase in the number of legislative staff 
and staff sendees. To illustrate, in July of 1973, 
there were approximately 438 persons on the 
Wisconsin legislative payroll, excluding 
legislators Themselves. Ten years ago the 
number was approximately 152. 


There are a number of reasons for the 


increase. Years ago, the legislator's job was 
distinctly part time and a ••do-it-yourself" 
effort. That situation has changed and continues 
to change. Principal cause include the expendi- 
ture explosion of the 1960s, a sharp increase in 
the number and complexity of problems 
confronting governments at all levels, and a 
slowly growing realization that the legislative 
branch should be in fact co-equal with the 
executive branch of the government. 


Lack enough information 


In recent years, despite growth in staff ser- 


vices, there has been widespread agreement 
that too little policy analysis is provided to too 
few legislators. Although it may be argued that 
more than a modest amount of information is 
already available for the asking or taking, many 
rank and file legislators understandably and 
perhaps justifiably complain that they are not 
sufficientlv informed to evaluate the executive 


budget proposal and to make wise and proper 
decisions on the vast number of items included 
in the budget, the most comprehensive bill of 
the legislative session. 


As a consequence, the governor and state 


agencies continue to dominate decisions con- 
cerning the administration and operation of 
state government. 


The Legislative Fiscal Bureau is by law 


directed to perform fiscal and program analysis

for the legislature and its committees. In 
carrying out this mandate, it reviews existing 
and proposed programs, evaluates plans and 
policies related to departmental requests for 
appropriations, and presents alternatives to the 
governor's recommended budget and proposals. 


Although policy analysis is done by the caucus 


staffs and assistants to legislators, the primary 
staff work in this area is done fay the Legislative 
Fiscal Bureau and the Legislative Council. 


In Wisconsin and in other states, additional 


legislative policy staff, using new budgeting 
techniques (such as "zero base budgeting" and 
"performance auditing"), has been advocated 


as the solution to the biennial budget battle and 
the primary way in which the legislature may 
reassert ^'constitutional "power of the purse." 
However, the opinion offered here is that larger 
staffs and new techniques are not the sole 
answer, although each may be desirable and 
perhaps even necessary. 


Independent, equal status 


Significant change in the method of legisla- ' 


live operations in general and the budget • 
process in particular will require difficult 
decisions on the part of individual legislators 
and the legislature as a body. There must, for 
instance, be a collective, though not necessarily 
articulated, decision that the legislature insist 
upon the independent and equal status that is its 
constitutional obligation. The strains that will 
surface from such a declaration of indepen- . 
dence are readily apparent. 


Providing more and better information to 


every legislator may cost several hundred 
thousand dollars to add not only the necessary 
legislative staff but to supplement the state - 
operating departments' appropriations for per- 
sonnel and equipment to collect and publish 
data and statistics. 


Whatever the staff and other resources . 


available, they are no substitute for hard poli- - 
tical and programmatic decisions. Without the 
willingness of the legislature to use its staff 
wiselv and to make hard decisions, there is 
danger that staff may be no more useful than 
costume jewelry —not worth much, but nice to 
wear and look at.

Few presidents 
have mandate 


I'd like to discuss the little word 


"mandate"' today, in its current poli- 
tical sense. And I want to do so in a 
wholly non-partisan manner, so that we 
may examine the word in its fullest 
setting. 


In my time, there have been only two 


Presidents who were given a "man- 
date" by the electorate—they were 
Franklin 
Roosevelt and 
General 


Eisenhower. 


The people who voted for FDR voted 


for him, and not against his opponents; 
he could have won against anybody. 
Likewise, Eisenhower was elected and 
reelected because the voters preferred 
him, not because they were repulsed fay 
Mr. Stevenson. 


In every other Presidential election in 


my time, the people have voted against 
somebody, rather than for him. They 
voted against Tom Dewey more than for 
Harry Truman: against Barry Gold- 
water more than for Lyndon Johnson: 
and, overwhelmingly, against George 
McGovern more than for Richard 
Nixon. 


(Both 
the 
Kennecly-Nixon 
and 


Humphrey-Nixon elections were so 
close that the word "mandate" was 
never thought of. much less mentioned 
by the victors.) 


The mistake 
made by Lyrsaor: 


Johnson-and the one that'ied to his 
arrogance and ultimate downfall-was 
the assumption that peopie were voting 
"for" him instead of against Barry 
Goidwater. He was tragically wrong in 
that respect. 


And, in 1972, the even rrore tragic 


mistake made by Nixon and his 
loyalists was the assumption that his 
crushing victory over McGovern was a 
"mandate," when in reality it was 
simply a choice of what most voters 
thought was a lesser evil. 


This "mandate" delusion is a 


dangerous frame of mind. It did not 
lead to the Watergate mentality, but it 
seemed to justify it. After 1972, the 
Prussian Guard around Nixon was more 
arrogant and authoritarian than before. 
I suggest a simple way to avoid this in 
the future; so simple that it will not be 
adopted. On the Presidential ballot, 
there should be four choices, and not 
two. The first two would be "For 
Nixon" or "For McGovern." The 
following two would be "Against 
Nixon" or "Against McGovern." Na- 
turally, any "against" vote would be 
tallied up for the opponent. But this 
device would enable a new President to 
see cleariy where he stood, and to 
realize that v.-hat may seem to be a 
"mandate" is merely the reluctant 
choice of a lesser evil. This would 
shrink heads in the White House, and 
perhaps prevent the tragedy of a John- 
son or a Nixon.

Joseph Kraft 
Kissinger's debut 
at U.N. fruitful;

NATIONS, 
N.Y.-The 


primacy of domestic politics was just 
illustrated by nothing so much as Henry 
Kissinger's debut as Secretary of Stare 
here in the United Nations. Even in 
private negotiations every move the 
Secretary made was dominated by the 
American scene. What emerged was the 
prospect of a diplomacv verv remote 
from 
the acrobatics 
which have 


characterized Dr. Kissinger's past 
record. 


Consider, first, the one area of 


business handled by Dr. Kissinger here 
this week where spectacular possibili- 
ties do exist-the Arab-Israeli dispute in 
the Near East. At a luncheon with a 
group of Arab diplomats, the Secretary 
of State made it clear that the United 
States would not impose any outside 
scheme on Israel. But he added that 
Washington "understands your point of 
view.'' 


The implication was that, while the 


United States would not act in the mat- 
ter openly, a lot might be done pri- 
vately. If it was a matter of secret 
meetings. Dr. Kissinger probably couid 
arrange some rooms in. say. Malta. 
Once negotiations between the Arabs 
and Israel were engaged, he seemed to 
be hinting, he would be prepared to 
press the Israelis hard for accommoda- 
tion. 


Insofar as there is any chance for Dr. 


Kissinger 
to duplicate his 
past 


diplomatic coups, that approach in the 
Near East might be fruftful. But his 
great reputation has already tilted the 
odds against him. 


The Arab diplomats here seem to 


have convinced themselves that since 
Dr. Kissinger is a Jew, not subject to 
Zionist pressures, he will be able, 
unlike other American diplomats, to pin 
back Israel's ears. Rumors are current 
among Arab diplomats that Dr. Kis- 
singer has already worked out a new 
approach. 


The rumors are false. But they signifv 


that the renown of the new Secretary of 
State as a puller of rabbits from 
diplomatic hats has excited expecta- 
tions which cannot be realized. So even 
in the one area where a great success is 
possible, it seems unlikely. 
_Even more important than the Near 
tast was the matter of dealing with the 
Soviet Union. Dr. Kissinger met pri- 
ately with Soviet foreign minister 
Andrei Gromyko 10 review the state of 
Big Two relations. They confirmed op- 
portunities for moving ahead in arms 
controi and increased trade. 


But congressional opinion regarding 


the recent Soviet crackdown on civil 
liberties is so strong that Dr. Kissinger 
was oot able to operate as though n 
didn't exist. He pointed out to the Soviet 
diplomat that the administration's 
proposal to give Russia most-favored 
nation treaty status as part of its trade 
bill was in deep trouble. He told Mr. 
Gromyko that the Jackson amendment, 
requiring Soviet progress in freeing up 
emigration and civil liberties as a price 
Jor economic concessions, was support- 
ed by a broad coaHtion of forces-not, "as 
the Russians sometimes like to believe 
just a handful of Zionist lobbyists. 


Mr. Gromyko was not able to ignore 


the issue. In his formal speech Tuesdav 
he made a sharp reference to those who 
"arrogate the right to instruct others as 
to who should resolve matters of 
emigration from this or that country." 
Thus the issue of detente and civil 
liberties has been brought out into th^ 
open. It will have to"be dealt with 
squareiy, not swept under rhe rug as in 
the past few years. 


Differences between the United States 


and its leading allies also surfaced in 
Secretary Kissinger's talks here. In a 
speech last April, Dr. Kissinger invited 
the Europeans to prepare a joint 
declaration of principies-a "new 
Atlantic charter"-as a prelude to a 
European trip by President Nixon. 


But last week a draft prepared bv the 


Europeans surfaced here in New York 
It was generally vague and Dr. Kis- 
singer made it plain that the present 
version of the draft would be inadequate 
as a basis for a presidential trip. 


Efforts to strengthen the draft nota- 


bly with West German Chancellor Willy 
Brandt, are now underway. But the 
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administration's domestic troubles are 
well-known to the Europeans. The 
general feeling here is that Mr. Nixon 
can have his European trip if he wants 
it. but that it cannot possibly be a 
brilliant triumph. 


What all this suggests to me is that 


the era of striking new departures in 
American diplomacy is over. For all his 
conceptual brilliance and technfcal 
skill, even Dr. Kissinger can no longer 
negate the limitations of domestic dif- 
ficulties 
for 
the 
United 
States. 


Washington will have to enter upon a 
less active diplomacy —which is probably 
all for the best.

by all the pitfalls you face lu speculat- 
ing in commodities.

Agriculture Dept.. the major commodi- 
ties exchanges- Keep abreast of all 
basic forces affecting the prices of each

weather,

forecasts, inflation, government sub- 
sidies and policies, currency changes. 
Also study the specifics on each—wheat, 
frozen orange juice, silver, beef. etc. 


(2) Go for only the maicr moves in 


each commodity. "Don't fry to sell or 
buy based on the day-to-day" rallies and 
dips," cautions Kroii. The daily price 
changes are not so severe because there 
are usually hmits set by each exchange 
on the amount of change per day. But :f 
you are whipsawed by a price change of 
just a few pennies, you can Jose a subs- 
tantial amount of money on vour con- 
tract. 


(3) Take^your losses and iet your 


profits run. i his is about the only way to 
make a long-range profit in commodi- 
ties. The typical savvy speculator 
achieves success with profitable trades 
in only one-third of his transactions. 


(4) Start with at least $10,000 in "pure 


risk" capital and be sure this is money 
you can afford to lose. A key reason why 
so many small-time commodities 
traders lose their shirts is that they do 
not start out with enough capital. (It's 
estimated that, of all speculator in 
commodities, an estimated 85 per cent 
are losers and only 15 per cent are 
winners over a long span.) 


(5) Don't commit more than one-third 


of your total capital in one commodity. 
"This way," says Kroll, "if one market 
position starts to slip, all is not lost." 


(6) 
Don't 
meet 
margin 


calls-liquidate instead. If a margin call 
becomes necessary, the odds are your 
timing or market judgment are off. 
Your best bet is to get out early when 
your loss is limited. Also, don't dollar 
average in an effort to "average down" 
the cost of your investment position. 
Averaging may work over the "long run 
in the stock market but it seldom works 
in commodities.
